The ſpring of reaſons is the fiſt part of Logike, whichgiueth rules of the ſortes of 
reaſons,which becauſe it douih helpe much to the finding out of tealons, is commonly

A reafon is that, which is apt to reaſon withall, whichis commonly called an Ar- fer downav 


gument: of whuch forte arc all thinges, when they are referred in conſidetation of 
reaſon one ynto another. For there is {uch an agreement of the divers ſottes of rea- 
ſons, as the nature of one hangeth vpon another, ſo that hee that perfe&tly knowerh 
one, may alſo knowe the other, as inthis ex ample: Cedis the Saniouy of all men ; where 
God being referred to ſaluation, is a icaſon to ſet ſoorth ſaluation by the cauſe, and 
ſaluatien being referred ro Cod, ſette ch him ſorch by a thing cauſed, commonly called 
the effect: In which allo we ſee, hee that knoweth God to be the cauſe of laluation, 
knoweth alſo ſaluadon to be the thing cauled of God,

Theretore according to this petfect way , the definition of that which is to be han- 
deled, muſt be ſirſt [er downe, and then the d demon of the ſame into the members, 
and the generall properties of the ſame, and then the diuers forts of it, if there be any:
